Chicks; Control 
Plan Suggested 


In a bulletin sent out by the 
office of county farm agent A. K. 
Wenner, poultry raisers of Delta 
county are advised to take pre­ 
cautions against rat 
raids 
on 
broods of baby chicks. 
Early use 
of rat poison before hatching time 
Is recommended. The letter says: 


“ Rats take a large yearly toll 
from poultry raisers. 
It is not. 
by any means, an unusual occur­ 
rence for a few rats to enter a 
brooder house and destroy 25 to 
200 chicks in a single night, ap­ 
parently for the joy of killing 
tluim. 


“ Now is the time to apply rat 
control measur€>s and prevent this 
loss that occurs 
every 
spring. 
Powdered red squill is undoirt)t- 
dly the best rat poison to use in 
niost infested locations, mixing it 
vith two or three different baits 
und exposing teaspoonful quan- 
ities in sequence to give the ani- 
•nal a choice of tho halt they like 
best. 
(Uieap canned salmon, 
a 
^,'ood grade of hamburger, and an 
equal mixture of moi.stened roll­ 
ed oats and corn meal are three 
halts that produce good results. 
One part <>f highly toxic, 
oven- 
dried, powdered red squill to six­ 
teen parts of food (by weight) 
is the proper mixture. 
If sun- 
dried, powdered red squill is used 
It should be mixed in tho pro­ 
portion of one part of squill to 
eight parts of food. 


Calcium cyanide fumigant can 
also be used successfully 
as 
a 
clean up measure, particularly to 
destroy rats In burrows, 
under 
concrete floors and other places 
where tho gas can be confined. A 
foot pump type of duster, made 
especially for this purpose, 
is 
recommended. 


Use 
precautions 
with 
both 
methods of control. 
Red squill is 
relatively harmless to animals ex­ 
cept rats but the bait should be 
distributed so that hungry cats, 
dogs and chickens will not con­ 
sume a large amount of it. 
In 
applying calcium cyanide 
fumi­ 
gant, the operator should avoid 
breathing the gas. 
He should, so 
far as possible, stay In the open 
where the wind will 
blow 
the 
fumes away from him.”
